did Glance at once into the firſt matter, and ſoſet Laws 
and Bounds in Natare: Of, In, and overall, which he 
is ſtill preſident, upholding, ſtrengthening, and ordering 
all che ſaid Powers, as his Inſtruments in every particular 
as well as inthe general; ſo that a Sparrow falls not with. 
out his Providence and Power ; and fo kind by kind, pro-

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I being herewith affeRed with great admiration,de- 
fired to know where and how necame by them, Who 
anſwered, An outlandiſh friend who dwelt ſome days 
in my Houſe (giving out he was a Loyer of this art, 
and came to reveal this art to me) taught me yarious 
Arts; Firſt, How out of ordinary Stones and Chriſtalls, 
to make Rubies, Chryſolices and Szpphires, <. c, much 
fairer thenthe ordinary. And bow in a quarter of an 
hour to make Crecns Hartis, of which one doſe 
would infallibly cure the Peltilential Difſentary (or 
Bloody Flux) and how to make a metallick Liquor 
moſt certainly to cure all kinds of Dropſies in four 
days: as alſoa limpid clear water ſweeter then hony, 
by which in two hours of it ſelf, in hot ſand, it would 
ex:ract the TinAure of Granats, Corals, Glaſſes, and 
ſuch like more, which I Helverizs did not obſerve, 
My mind being drawn beyond thoſe bounds, to un- 
derſtand how ſuch a noble juice might be drawn out 
ofthe metals, to tranſmute Metals ; but the fhade in 
the water deceived the dog of che v orſel of Fleſh 
in his month, Moreoyer he told me his ſaid Ma- 
ſter cauſed him to bring a plaſs foll of rain water, 
and fetch ſome refined Silyer laminated in thin plates,

after a great blaſt ofBellows in ſhore time poured it on 
the red itones of the Kitchin Chimney, which proved 
moſt excellent pure Gold ;z which he ſ1id brought 
bim into ſuch a trembling amazement, that he could 
hardly ſpeak : But his Maſter theren;:on again incou- 
raped him, fiying, Cut for thy ſelf the ſixteenth parc 
of this for a memorial, and the reſt give away amongſt 
the poor, which he did. And he diſtributed ſo great 
an Alms as he affirmed ( if my memory fail not ) to 
the Church of Sparrenda : But whether he gave 
it at ſeveral times or once, or in the Golden Maſle,

Fo that it went np into the height by Reaſon of ſin , 
ſo that by (ods permiſſion _ command it may fall 
down from Heaven uponthe wicked world, eſpecially 
it doth lye in and onthe fiery Cherub before the door 
of Paradiſe, and guardeth the way to the Tree of 
Life; but in che glorious and joytul coming of the 
greac God 7eſas Chriſt , this fiery Cherub muſt be 
gone and comedown, and all contrary Elements muſt 
reduce co nothing, that is, they muſt no more Reign, 
and alſo the Devil himſelf muſt from above be caſt 
down, taken Captive, and in Priſon muſt be bound 
z thouſand years, to the glorious liberty and Redem- 
tion of the Creature, from the Vanity, Curſe and 
Death, where all things as they were Created, will be 
renewed.

Of the Principle or Original of that evi!

Efore this Elementary world was Created of God, 
the ' Angels, and 'the Angelixal world, and Para- 
diſe, which were above the upper waters, were firſt,

Now the Angels being out of the light, wherein 
God dwelleth, therefore they can know on, in, and 
out of the ſame, what Gods command is, and this 
light is the face of God in Heaven, a ſpiritual food of 
the Angels, which light the Angel of the Children may 
behold, whereas on the contrary the Angels of ſinful 
men may not behold it , until the ſinner doth truere- 
pentance,

Now among God*®Ange%; prucifer was che chiet , 
for lie carryed- the {nbey Qf pte clear morning Star, 
which was and is the ſon of Cp 3 but he'was not con- 
tent with chit great Honour and Dignity ; but would 
fain have been Lord and God bimtelf, and no more a 
ſervant, This coveting wat in Lacifey gotten by an 
1 look and eye towar? God, inflamed within him- 
ſelf, in the ſame fiery fl:me, out of which the Angels, 
after their Soul are, and that ſo much and beavy, that 
the light did depart in his Spirit from Lacfer, and in- 
ſtead chercof an unſpeakable great darknels came out 
of che fire, which Z.«cifer himſelf had kindled ; and 
ſo inſtead of Heaven, a Hell it ſelf. 

So the fiery flime unknown to Lucifer , undiſcover- 
e&d and hid, was blown up by himſelf out of envy and 
grudgings, ſo that ir turned to en eſſential anger, yea 
to a conſuming fire, wherein at firlt did reſt the life ; 
but was afterwards turned into a living death, which 
never dyeth, and a deadly eternal life made manifeſt, 
as a ſoul to Satan. Atlaſt through Encifers pride a 
ſirange wind was gotten in Lucifer, as a body unto 
him, and Satan hath quite loſt the Angelical Principle, 
io Ces, and becamea ſlrange Bird, and a 
wild Hy. 

Lucifer did try whether he could not be a God, or 
like unto God, which yet he was in his portion and 
meaſure, therefore he is called a Tempter and Satan, 
and he was become ſuch an-one, namely, both a God 
and a Creator, and a Creature of his own, _— -

all Gods Teſtimony wholly, as alſo the Teſtimony of 
good Angels.

Now as fin is that evil, 5nd found out in its Pricci- 
ple by Lucifer, ſoir hathrurn'd bim into an evil one, 
and one isthe Principle of the other, and ſo he canbe 
excuſed by no means. So Lacifer hath murdered 
himſelf, and bath loſt the Angelical Printiple, and is, 
and remaineth a forlorn Child, and ſonof Perdition 
the right Antichriſt ſor ever. 

Thus is ſin gotten through coveting, and coveting 
through looking upon, and looking apon through 
imagination , and that through ſelf-love , and thit 
through an arrogant liberty, his cthrongh ſecarity, 
and rhat through wantonneſs , where there is no fear; 
for as fear is the beginning of wiſdom, fo is wanton- 
neſs the beginning of folly and fin, Hechat is fearſul 
will not eaſily hazard upon (inning, 

Lucifer was Created of 'God a good Angel; and 
that ſo, that he might eaſily have been kept from in. 
ing: $0 alſo might Jan if be would himſelf, but 
ſelf-w;ll brought him to that ſin, yea his 0wn wanten- 
eſs; but now he could not be fo perfeRt Created, 
that he eould not fall into fin at all, -+ The reaſon is, 
becauſe his weight, meaſure and number could not en- 
dure it; beczuie he was not born of God, but had 
his Principles beſides God, although through Gad; 
but what is born of God and of his ſeed, that cannot 
ſin, becauſe it is born of God, to whom it is impoſſible 
ro commit ſin.

Thus is mage clear and manifeſt the mighty abun- 
dant difference in the Creation, which was very good

Now they are a fiery flame for a proteQion'ofthe 
godly, and a perdition and death to the wicked : Cod 
alſo is a conſuming firein his Angels, not on, or in him- 
ſelf, and will come alſo with his Angels, and his Power, 
and with fiery flames to judgment.

þ is a threefold fire, namely, the fire of the 
contrary Element, the fare of the Angels, and 
the fire of the Devil:, 

The fire of the contrary element is threefold. 
Firſt before the fall, a ſtill reſting and unmanitfeſted 
fice, without a burning flame, Secondly, after the 
fall, a kindled, manifeſted, burning , Aiming fire 
Thirdly, a cold wateriſh fire, which doth not burn, 
yet ſmoketh, & worketh into the earth upon Minerals, 
and Metals, With chis cold wateriſh fire all things 
are forced, and che Metalsalſo; forit doth calcinate 
them, and turneth chem as it were into aſhes, deſtroy- 
eth and openeth them, 

This fire is chiefly threefold, as 1, Yegirable, which 
is 28 it were tempered, and isa well re:1ified Vineger, 
whichis extreamly uſeful. Of which not many words, 
Sat ſapienti diftum. | 

Secondly, it is a mineral fire, which chiefly isthe 
true ſpirit of Vitre, a ſpiritual water out of Sal-peter, 
which hath both heat and cold, and is Infernal and 
Celeſtial.

Thirdly, Aercmurial or Saturzixe, & (trong Salf 
that hath nor its fellow. Withonr this no Metal 1g en- 
gendred ; nor broken, or groweth, in which 1s a 
great myltery Ind, more then can be Imagined Lue 
the crue ſpirit of Nitre mult not be prepared withoue 
a co'd tie; for the regirg, horrible, and furious 
Hell, witch is 1a Saltpecer, mult inirs devouring and 
conſuming fire be over whelmed, drowned and devour- 
ed, and be reduced co a ble(Ted Heaven, 

Now when a Heavenly Water 1s at hand, then a 
new birch from aboye vuut 0. water and ſpirit cn 
fullow, Here lycth hid a preic Medicine in time 
of che raging Pligue , Head-aches, } eavers, Stone, 
Cour, and many more difeaſcs, to be uſed. And 
truly the time is come, when all things muſt be 
made manifeſt ; and el:hough we have not yet 
with our hands prepared it; yet the ſpirit of wiſ- 
dom can teach us all what is ſecrer and myſtical, who 
ſearcheth into all deepneſſes, aud can ſhew, teſtifie, 
and m2ke known to us that which no eye hath ſeen,nor 
tar hath heard, and which hath never entred into 
mans hearrt, 

Thirdly, There is alſo a Metalline cold fire, which 
reduceth all Metals, yea Gold ic ſelf ro nothing ; only 
that noble graip in the Gold hidden, Qlayeth and re- 
maineth, which cannot be forced , and that fite is 
Lead, Satwrn, which devoureth all Metals, and 
conſumeth alſo it ſelf in the fire atlaſt : Fven as the 
common tre doth conſume and devour alt wood, 
and at laſt ir (elf is conſumed, and goeth out ; Buc 
in the Cinders that remain, there lyeth the treaſure 
tidden, which muſt be drawn out of it with hot *) 
water, 
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The Metals have ewo forts of waters, a Cold and 
a Hot, and both are fire, The Cold is Satwrn, 
Lead, the Hot is CMercwry, Now as the one 1s an 
Extream Helliſh Cold, ſo 1s the other extream hot 
of a Helliſb Heat, fo that by reaſon of hear it Rands 
in a continual flowing, aithough ir feels outwardly 
Cold. 

Now in this fire water, the Metals , eſpeciaily 
Gold, after cheir death, are born anew, namely, in 
the Meralline world, and Reign; and yet are an<w 
Clarified, Chriltallice, Spiritual, Heavenly body, which 
is ſo glorious, chat it canmake inferiour and iefs pre- 
cious, yet to his nature not unlike Metals to his own 
ſubſtance, 

So much is it worth to know the nawre of fire, and 
its myſtery, without which no good or profitable uſe 
of it may be had, for our good , for all muſt be kil- 
led firſt in the cold fire, even as it were through its 
Winter, according to the proceeding of nature, muſt 
dye and putrifie, if it ſhall be produced again in a new 
body.

Alfo in the \ngelical world chere is no Carkneſs, 
bur yet thereis fire, This Ang: lical fire is an Fxcre- 
tion of the light, out of which the ſpirit of the - ngels 
s; and this fire alfo inthe beginning, and betore the 
fall tach been a quiet and unknown fire, and very

{t is to be obſerved by the by , that eyery Lee, 
eſpecially that of quicklime is a cold fire, and that

that God Elchim in the beginning have Created 
SchaMafm which the loterprecers have rendred Hes 
venand Earth, which runnneth contrary tothe Text, 
and againſt the erder of the Creation , Who can tell 
us what SchaMa7m properly is > True we cannot 
ſpeak with Tongues , for we are more taken up with 
Propheſying, according to the grace beſtowed upon 
us. Therefore we will givethe interpretation of it to 
others, to let them ſearch, to learn what Scha Majm 
meaneth, 

So much is known, that out of Scha Aa? m all other 
things are come, as alſo the water , out of which 
Heaven and Earth in the beginning of the Creation 
were Created; for it is not enough that we know, | 
bow that the world was Created out of the water ;

The word is Ged, and Ged is the word, the Spirit 
is the Nature, and an owt-breathed breath of God, and 
the Natare is the Spirit and Soul of the world, TheSalt 
is an element of all elements, and the elements in their 
glory are nothing elſe but a Salt, «5, Ou: of theſe 
three conſiſts Scha Mam, and the whole Creation of 
the world, in each and all their true Principles, 
In all Creations the word is rhe beginning, the /pirit 
the middle, and the /alt is the end. 

In the beginning of the Creation SchaMafm was 
unfaſhioned and unframed, there were alſo,darkreſſes 
over the face of the depths, and there was a Chaos or

The darkyeſs containeth in 
it Fire, and the /ight was parted from darkneſs, and 
the fire lay ſecretly hid therein which afterward by 
reaſon of fin broke forth to be viſible, and is called

The firſt thit wis madein the particulir Creation, 
were the Yegitables, all growing things on earth, as 
Graſs, Herbs, Trezs, amongſt which the Vine Tree 
is the chiefeſt, Now every thing hath its proper ſeed 
ni f:[{: Therefore here ceaſeth Creation; and Con- 
ception and birth begins, our, in, and by cusown ſeed; 
bur at firſt all things were broughe forth out of the 
earth, on Graſs, Trees and Herbs, through the yyord, 
Spirse and Salr. The Salt hath given to the Grals, 
Herbs and Trees their bodies, which they all have in 
them. The Spirir hath given them Power and Virtue, 
eſpecially for P'1y ſick ; but the word: giveth the 
bleflingcoic, The true Phyfick, Virtue and Blefling 
may bz ſopght, 2a:d gachered ou: of the ſalt of the 
; earth, 
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earth, and ot every Herb, and be made Corporeal i 
and at-the time when it doth greexy, char the eſfence 
may be extracted, and reduced to a Spiritual and Car + 
leſtizl body, which cometh forth green, and yieldeth 
power to Phy ſick, 

Chriſt ſith unto bis Diſciples, Afar. 5 13. Te are 
the Salt of the Earth The Reaſon, becwwſe thereby 
the whole wo:1d was ſeaſoned, arid madefertile, that 
it did grow upto everliſting life and happineſs, But 
now all Salt is become wnſa: onry ; the Reaſon, be- 
cauſe there is no Spirer nor Word of Life in it, There- 
fore it is caſt upon the Dangh{//, and trampled upon: 
And bebold the Lord will Create a new one Amer. 
Halelujah. 

The particular Creati n hath begun from, and on

on the ſourth diy adorned the Heaven and tirma- 
ment with Lights, Sun, Moon and Stars, which came 
forth and grew out of fixed flying and flying. /ixed 
Salt of the Heaven, and are even 5s the precious ſtones 
of theearth, They are fixed inthe Heavenly body, 
and at the-bigheſt cemper, bu: they are flyiogin their 
courſe, although ſome of chem do ſtand ftil!, | 

The chief Lights of Feaven ere the ſeven Planers. 
Saturn is the higheſt, and belongethco tbe earth, and 
ſtandethto the earth; who knoweth whether he were 
the higheſt at the beginning, or whether he came to be 
the higheſt after the fall, and that AJercary was to 
give place to him, Many things are co us hid, and 
much of myſtical ſ:crecy is in them. For Satzrn eat- 
eth all, and is Death, and domineers over all. But 
Mercary maketh alive and growing, Of all much 
were to be ſaid, but Sapients ſatzs, Therefore we 
muſt take good heed to the contrary elements, which 
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and witty co rule oyerthem, that death may be dryw:; 
ed and ſwallowed up in vicory. 

On the fiith day God Created out of the Water, a! 
things that live cherein, and alſo the Birds our of (+ 
flying ſalt in the water : Hence it is that they are ty 
flying; and theſe have their particular conſideration vy 
reaſon of the flying ſalt, 2nd in cheir Feathers they 
are Phyſical in flying Mercarial diſeaſes, as in the 
Falling-ficznels, Madnefs, Giddineſs , tor theſe dif 
eaſes have heir original from che Spirits, through 
Gods permiſſion, and mult be cured wich a flying $alr, 
which 1s reduced to the higheſt depree. 

Be it known alſo, that there is reac Virtue in Pre. 
cious ſtones, as in Pearls, Amber, Coral, namely, 
when chey are firſt baptized with a Ceeleſtial water, 
which be altogether Spiric. The Load-ſtoxe aiſo liath 
its myſtery : And who cantellall? We may well (xy, 
Great are the works of the Lord : He that obſerycth 
them taketh delight therein, and to them they -re 
propounded, On the ſixth day God Created all he 
beaſt 'of the earth, and the Worms, and at laſt man 
wich him be cloſed ap the Creation, Among the / er- 
wins Or Beaſts, the Serpent is the Center , in the be.

ledge, and eat of the fruit thereof, 

Becauſe the Serpent is \ ercurial and flying, and is 
the Center of all leaſts, therefore needs muſt there be 
a great myltery in her for Pi lick, if rightly prepared 
for the Mercurial diſeaſes , eſpecially being full of 
bones. 

Therefore God hath finiſhed the work of Creation 
0n the ſixth day, withand on m:n; of whoſeCrea- 
tion hereafcer ; and on the ſeventh day tbe i.o-d did 
reſt, and bleſſed that ſameday. - The fix days bear a 
Curſe by Reaſon of fin , but the ſeventh day thac 
now truly comech, chat bringeth bleſſing and reſt,

This natural Af agich is le:rned out of theirueand 
perfeRt depree from ihe5pirit of God,and goth before 
and beyond the aſcendert, brcauſe commonty other 
Spirits do mingle themſclyes into it. This +Lagich art 
Daniel and his fellows had itudied, as alio 1o/es » the 
Prophets, and went beyond the wiſe u. n « Magicians 
of Egypt far with t ir skill. 

From this natural Magick art the falſe Mapicians 
took theirs, and becauſe the true aſcendene was not in 
them,namely the Spirit of God, but had only the.r Ele- 
mentary ,or their Maſters aſcendent, therefore alſo Lu- 
cifer made ſhew of anAngel ofLighr,and became aſcen- 
dent in chem, and made Sorcerersof them.Now as true 
Magicians know and p:rform all by theWord of God,

Secondly,There isa Prophetical and Apoſtolical Ma- 
= art, which comerh out of faith of Gods Spirit in 

is Children, in which the word with glory dwelleth; 
the ſame ſpeaks to them,. in them, as in the Prophets 
we read,T he Lord hath ſpoken to me,namely,not always 
outwardly with a loud voice, but rather inwardly.Thus 
old Simeon had an anſwer from the l.ox4; cbusthe 
Lordalſo ſpake-through the Ephod,8&c. By this Magi. 
cal art the Prophers and Apoftles have done ſo many 

' Miracles, raiſed the dead, and only by the word. 

This Magical art the Devil preſumeth to imitate, 
namely that the word ſhould ſpezk out of Chry#al:, 
by looking intoit, out of Rings,wherein perhaps dweh 
leh a fpirir, and ſpeaketh out ofir, &c. Euc this is not 
the ward, but only a fpirit bewitched intoie. 

Latily, There is yet a higher Xfagick of Gods Chil. 
dra, which worketh over and beyond nature,and that 
through faith, aswhen A/foſes divided the waters with 
tis Rd; and 7s #4 bid the Sun and Moon to ſtand 
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ill, and the like ; which things are beyond the courſe 
of nature, bur all is done by and through faith : So 
alſo when E/;as ſhut up the Heavens that it ſhould not 
rain, and all theſe chings are performed in, out, and ty 
(he power of the word of God, which when it callech 
and commandeth, then it muſt and there. 

The Sorcerers alſo think to make uſe of this Magick, 
bue theirs is meer Witchcraft by Gods — .- 
and yer things are performed really by them, even as 
the Egyptian Sorcerers brought up Frogs, &c. but nor 
by the finger of God, but by che ſpirit ofthe Devil, 
by which ſhortly the ctree unclean ſpirits and Frogs 
will do wonders, to ſeduce the Kings of the earth, as 
alſo other falſe Prophets. Rev. 16. 1 3. Mat. 24.29. 
Laſtly the word ſpeaketh our, in and by all chings,
